counterfeit conspiracy. 


Some severe moralists have declared 


that no heed shouy have been paid to the \ 
appeal. It Is contended that having been 
a conspicuous offender he should be made 
to suffer every legal penalty which the 
sentenct entailed upon him. But there 
are timus when a man who has been a 
convict md who has passed through all 
the ordeal? of physical punishment which 
the law proscribes, may well be spared 
from further degradation. 
Thus Newitt, 


an edmated young man, with signs of 
promise in his profession before he was 
tempted to his crime, has still before him 
the pnwpect of many years of life. Any 
sincere .imbitlon which he may entertain 
toward wiping out the memory of his 
transgri sslon and earning again the rospect 
of his townsmen and friends is deserving 
of encouragement. 
His case cannot or 


should not be likened to that of a hard- 
ened ro/no, long given to criminal ways 
aad beyond all reasonable hope of refor- 
mation. 


Of coarse, it Is true that counterfeiting 


is ono of the gravest crimes that can be 
committed against a country. Yet his 
share in it or his relation to it did not 
necessarily imply such a degree nf base- 
ness as marks the nature of a man whom 
his felluwmcn cannot forgive. 
His work 


was more of a momentarily weakened 
mind than an evil ono. The agonies ot 
remorso and shame have no doubt been 
suffered 
in anxious days and sleepless 


nights in tho period spent behind prison 
bars. 


It is not easy to understand the feelings 


of tho-te who would deny compassion to 
such a victim of folly and crime after the 
years of blight which have passed over 
him. 
Indeed, under the most favorable 


conditions, the career of a man who comes 
out of prison is usually pitiable. 
Distrust 


and insult are almost certain to follow 
him, 
responsibility 
and employment 


shrink from him, nnd he cannot walk thn 
streets without the consciousness that the 
finger of scorn is pointed at him. 
Yet 


there have been men not less guilty than 
Newitl, who have come out of prison and 
lived down the past peacefully, respect- 
ably and oven prosperously. 


Although Newltt 
has received from 


President Roosevelt the favor he craved, 
he will have no easy task ic regaining a 
foothold 
in the community where his 


name has 
become associated with a 


memorable crime. 
Yet when justice has 


had s itiefaotion, it becomes the part of 
human* men to offer the helping hand 
to a fallen brother striving to re-build 
his ch iractcr and to prove himself worthy 
of resi>ect. 


It if too much the habit in our social 


conventions to put such a man backward. 


The talc is told of John Wesley when 


remonstrating with a General in Georgia 
over his severity toward some men under 
his command. The General said "I ne\er 
forgtvo." "Then I hope, Sir," said Wes- 
ley "that you never sin." 
And it is to be 


hoped that the severe moralists who think 
that the government should hove refused 
to heed the Newitt appeal for the restora- 
tion o! his citizenship ate conscious of no 
time whon they were without offence.

"The first requisite of a good citizen in 


this Republic of ours is that he shall be 
able and willing to pull his weight." In 
sfeaking of the kind of success which 
txnors and contrasting it with the 
so-called suooess^whlch 
disgraces, he 


said: 


"There is the success that brings with 


it the seared soul—the success which is 
achieved by wolfhh greed and vulpine 
cunning—tho success which makes honest 
men uneasy or indignant in its presence. 
Then there is the other kind of success- 
he success which oomes as the reward of 
keen insight, of sagaoity, of resolution, of 
address, combined with unflinching recti- 
tude of behavior, public and private." 


The newspapers of Philadelphia seem

GOVERNMENT IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


"Silt-government for the Philippines" 


is beautiful sounding phrase, but it is as 
ompt> as the heads which have wrung the 
changes on this much-abused thoory of 
"rights." That Oriental peoples are less 
trustworthy both in politics and business 
than either Americans or European, is a 
fnct learned from history, and a study of 
their present status. Their standards of 
morals are entirely differenCfrom those of 
modern civilization. The experience of 
other countries in dealing with such races 
has demonstrated thoir absolute unfitness 
for 
self-government 
for two reasons: 


First, mental and moral warp, and second, 
lack of knowledge—inexperience. This 
lattei reason may be overcome in time by 
aiviDs' them opportunities on a sma 11 
scale, such no participation in village gov- 
ernments 
to 
acquire 
the 
needed 


familiarity with the workings of govern- 
ment and affairs. 
But the first, mental 


and moral obstacles, would seem almost 
nsurmouatable. To teach them to sink 
he personal in the interest of the whole; 
o seek tbe benefit of ill in preference to 
elf, will require ages of contact nith true 
ivil/ation. 
To say that we have wronged the semi- 


imlizod 
and barbarous tribes of the 


Philippines in depriving them of 'heir 
ights, when they never had any, is tho 
argument of the shallow and the super- 
ficial—or the demagogue. Any intelligent 
man, who is familiar with history, knows 
.hat the races which today govern them- 
selves only rose to it through many years 
of trial, tribulation and experience. 
After 


many weary efforts, with the mistakes of 
past generations as object lessons, the 
principles of self-control and self-govern- 
ment were learned. 
It is impossible for 


any man not blinded by passion or preju- 
dice to entertain the idea that the various 
racea of the Archipelago will not be better 
off under the control of a people who have 
learned the principles of good government 
from experience in tbe past. 
With the 


example of justice and fair dealing con- 
tinually before them and given the privi- 
lege of education and the opportunity to 
obaecve the workings of that complex 
machine—government—they will sooner 
learn 
the 
lessons of self-government. 


Whon, In the smaller trusts given them, 
they show fitness, the privilege ot partici- 
pating in larger affairs should be ex- 
tended. 


The question of advantage to ourselves 


is not in issue. They are now upon our 
hands for good or bad. It Is for us to so 
handle the matter that the future will 
bring us no shame. Honest administra- 
tion should be insisted upon. Mistakes 
mav be made, but President Roosevelt 
oan be relied upon to rid the Philippine 
government of the leeobes and pariahs 
who go but to prey upon the honor of 
onr country.
